Beyond the shadow of a 
doubt the people of St. 
Albert want an ambulance 
service, either the best 
money can buy, or something 
approaching it. 

That was the message 
which came over loud and 
clear at St. Albert council’s 
committee of the whole 
meeting Monday night as 


council looked at the statis- 


tics of a survey which looks 
like this: 3,363 said yes, they 
wanted an ambulance service 
of the paramedic type curr- 
ently operated in Calgary 
and 2,433 said they didn’t. 
Asked whether they pre- 
ferred a subsidized service 
(which would work out 
cheaper), 3,448 said they 
wanted that while 2,283 
didn’t. 

But while council were 
discussing the policies they 
should adopt for an ambu- 
lance service, they received 
some negative input from the 
MD of Sturgeon.

Mayor Plain said he was in 
agreement with Coun. Fyfe’s 
idea that council should meet 
with the physicians and 
medical people of St. Albert, 
though he did not go along

‘Unpleasant deposits’ 
a major council topic 


St. Albert may get tough 
on dogs which insist on 
‘‘dropping their lot’? in 
‘concentrated’ amounts in 
several town parks. 

That was the distressing 
problem, as well as another 
perennial trouble spot in St. 
Albert, the Drive-In, which 
the committee of the whole 
looked at at the meeting last 
Monday night. 

Councillor Rod Throndson 
called for caution on the dog 
problem; ‘‘You can go to 
multi-extremes on this one,”’ 
he said, while just before he 
had referred to the $1,000 
fines which had been slapped 
on careless dog owners in 
Ontario for letting their 


animals foul public parks. 
He called for more policing 
and the cooperation of the 
public to solve the problem. 
Mayor Dick Plain had 
received a number of com- 
plaints from the public on the 
dog ‘‘defaecation’’ problem - 
one written and two or three 
verbally, he said. People 
were complaining of the un- 
pleasantness of stepping into 
‘‘unwanted deposits’’ and he 
also spoke of actual con- 
centrations of dog manure 
around the tot lot areas, 
Mayor Plain is worried 
about the health problem 
represented here, ‘‘as in- 
gestion of this can have bad 
effects on small children,”’ 


He suggested that the tot 
lots might be separated from 
other parks, but he wanted to 
know how you could do this 
without restricting the free- 
dom of childrens access to 
the parks. 

Mayor Plain asked what 
other jurisdictions had done 
in regards to the problem 
and asked for some in- 
formation on the issue from 
the Sturgeon Health Unit. 

And a motion was carried 
unanimously by council that 
information should be got 
from various sources on the 
hazards of ingesting the 
‘‘stuff,’’ as well as finding 
ways and means of getting

Wholesale move of armed 
forces discounted 


‘It’s much ado about not 
very much right now,’’ a 
spokesman for Canadian 
Armed Forces Edmonton 
(Namao) said Monday about 
a hinted ‘‘virtual’’ clean-out 
of Armed Forces bases in the 
area. 

‘There is talk of moving 
the Airborne Regiment (at 
Griesbach), 1,000 men and 
their families, that’s true,’’ 
said Captain Craig Mills, an 
information officer at Namao 
But he poured cold water on 
the idea that there would be 
any wholesale movement of 
forces from the Edmonton 
airbase at Namao. ‘‘The 
whole thing is speculation, of 
course,’’ he said. 

Captain Mills was referr- 
ing to a recent story possibly 
the result of a leaked memo 
from an Ottawa source which 
indicated that ‘‘in the sum- 
mer of 1977, at least one 
commando unit, plus the 
regimental headquarters are 
expected to be moved east 
from Edmonton.”’ 

Other Ottawa recommen- 


dations included the move of 
half of the Airborne Regi- 
ment (number one comman- 
do unit) the 435 Transport 
Squadron with its Hercules 
aircraft, and the 408 Tactical 
(helicopter) Squadron to Tr- 
enton, Ontario, with the 
other half of the Airborne 


(number two commando un- 
it) moving to Petawawa, 
Ontario, together with the 
regimental headquarters and 
support units.

The Medical Officer of Health, Dr. Sheila Durkin, tells us 
that vaccine supplies for 32,000 people have been ordered 
through the provincial health department. Special clinics 
will be held throughout the Sturgeon Health Unit area to 
ensure that everyone in the recommended priority groups 
will have the opportunity of receiving the vaccine. 

Details of the times and locations of clinics will be made 
known as soon as the starting date of the program is 
announced by the federal government. This will depend on 
when the supplies of vaccime become available, but is likely 
to be in late September or October. 

During the two weeks of the program most of the routine 
activities of the Health Unit will be suspended. Certain 
essential services will be maintained.

Executive chairperson of

Mr. Gene Dubord of the 
Department of Social Ser- 
vices, Health and Welfare, 
explained the government’s 
position on this issue. The 
Provincial Government was 
not able to contribute to the 
funding of the Rape Crisis 
Centre for several reasons: it 
was not a top financial 
priority, government spend- 
ing had been cut back, and it 
would have necessitated a 
provincial program since 
other Albertan cities have 
also requested financial aid. 
Mr. Dubord described the 
situation as a ‘‘thorny 
problem,’’ which other com- 
munities were watching clo- 
sely. The government would 
prefer to see a volunteer 
service set up, similar to the 
one in Toronto, to coordinate 
with other services already 
present in the city of 
Edmonton and thus provide a 
research, prevention and 
education centre for the 
community. Mr. Dubord said 
that the two refusals of 
financial aid did not nec- 
essarily mean the doors were 
closed forever. The govern- 
ment felt that at this time 
factors such as priorities, 
duplication, prices, overlap 
and alternatives should be 
carefully reviewed before a 
commitment was made. 

*“We would like to see a lot 
more co-ordination between 
crisis centres in the city,’’ 
said Mr. Dubord. There are 
at present several ‘centres’ 
which handle some aspect of 
rape cases throughout Ed- 
monton and the value of 
another such centre is ques- 
tionable. 

Mr. Charlie Rodgers, a 
sergeant with the Edmonton 
Police Department who is a 
resident of St. Albert and a 
board member of the Rape 
Crisis Centre, says that there 
have been substantial chan- 
ges in the criminal code in 
the past few years.

Mr. Rodgers works with 
the Crime Prevention Centre 
of the police force. He has 


shown the film ‘‘Lady Be- 
ware’’ to over 20,000 women 
in various work situations:

The council had previously 
passed a bylaw to borrow $50,000 to cover the additional 
costs of the arena, When the bylaw was advertised sufficient 
petitions against it were received that it would have been 
necessary to hold a vote to get it passed. Instead the council 
dropped the bylaw and included the required $40,000 in the 
1967-68 budget. This is what the L.A.B. objected to and why 
they refused to pass the budget. The town planned to 
resubmit the budget to the Board with a letter from their 
solicitor stating that he felt the procedure was quite in 
order. 

Mr. Robert Russell decided that the Town of St. Albert 
had over-stopped the line in its decision to build a covered 
arena with out first consulting the people of the town. Mr. 
Russell started action against the town in order to stop the 
town from making further expenditures or incurring further 
liability for the cost of the rink until the bylaw had been 
passed, and to submit the bylaw to the proprietory electors. 
Mr. Russell was not against the arena but he said that he 
would support it only if the plans included an ice plant.

The next move for the divi- 
sion will be publication of a 
wholesale food price index. 
Prices for 173 items have been 
obtained with the voluntary 
cooperation of 54 processing 
companies in 14 cities on a 
weekly basis. Computer pro- 
grammers are developing in- 
dexes for nine components and 
by late summer the Board will 


be ready to start Publishing the 
wholesale index on a monthly 
basis.

Prices Slowing 


Down 


The latest report on the Con- 
sumer Price Index published in 
July spells good news for us 
all. Prices are levelling off toa 
point well within the target of 
the government’s anti-infla- 
tion program. 


Recent AIB regulations im- 
posed on salary negotiations 
and on business profits were 
designed to keep overall prices 
from rising more than eight 
per cent. According to the 
latest figures from Statistics 
Canada, they are being held 
below eight per cent, so we are 
ahead of our target 


The Consumer Price Index 
measures, in percentage 
points, the amount by which 
prices of goods and services 
normally used by consumers 
rise and fall. Between June 
1975, and June 1976, prices 
rose 7.8 per cent. This is the 
smallest 12-month increase in 
three years. 


Food prices are up only |.8 
per cent, the lowest 12 month 
rise in nearly five years. Lower 
prices for beef, fresh vege- 
tables, eggs and soft drinks 
offset higher costs of fresh 
fruit, poultry, coffee, some 
dairy products and restaurant 
meals. 

Housing continued to exert 
the strongest upward pressure 
on the index, climbing 11.4 per 
cent during the year. Even be- 
tween May and June the cost 
of buying a house rose by 1.6 
per cent and rents went up 0.7 
per cent. 

Other significant price in- 
creases that helped raise the 
index even though food prices 
were down were fares for 
taxis, trains, and_ inter-city 
buses, furniture, dry cleaning 
and driving lessons. 

In fact, the prices of services 
rose much faster than the 
prices of goods. Over the 12- 
month period service charges 
rose by 12.5 per cent compared 
to 5.3 per cent for goods. 


Why Not Buy 
A Box of Milk? 


Inflation makes most con- 
sumers feel like helpless vic- 
tims of economic forces be- 
yond their control. But they 
aren’t really beyond our con- 
trol. We can each launch our 
own anti-inflation program 
and find ways to increase the 
buying power of our dollar. 

One way is 
powdered milk and get a 
home-cooked steak absolutely 
free. 

These are straight facts, 
based on current prices and the 
milk consumption recom- 
mended by the Department of 
Health’s Canada Food Guide. 

According to the food guide, 
an adult should drink one and 
a half cups of milk a day, a 
teenager four cups and a 
young child three cups. So a 
family of two adults and two 
children — one a teenager and 
one a child — would drink 14 
quarts a week. 

At this level of consumption 
and at current prices of 
roughly 55 cents a quart for 
fluid milk and 20 cents a quart 
for reconstituted skim milk, 
the switch to powdered milk 
represents a saving of about

five dollars a week and $260 a 
year, Actually, Canadian 
families of four average about 
seven quarts of milk a week, 
but even this works out to a 
saving of about $100 a year. 

The taste of reconstituted 
milk has been improved lately 
— it tastes almost the same as 
regular milk if kept ice-cold. 

Robert Shaw, Vice President 
of Marketing for the largest 
private instant milk brand, 
Carnation, is the first to admit 
that this was not always the 
case. ‘‘There are a lot of 
people around who still 
remember the taste of powder- 
ed milk in the post-war days 
and the 1950’s, They don’t 
know that instant milk is now 
completely soluble, not 
chalky, and packaged better to 
retain freshness.”’ 

Milk in any form is an out- 
standing food value. !t has 
been called ‘‘Nature’s perfect 
food’’ because it provides a 
balance of most essential nu- 
trients, Instant milk powder 
provides the same amount of 
nutrition, is less fattening, 1s 
cheaper and is easier to store 
than fluid milk.

What Caught Our Eye

ISRAELIS PUSHING SOLAR HEAT USE 


Israel is making impressive use of solar energy. 


Engineers concede that it might take decades to learn how 
to harness even a fraction of the sun’s power but the sun is 
already being put to use on rooftops throughout the country. 


More than 150,000 households in Israel use sun heating to 
produce cheap hot water. 


Israelis have been using the technique for more than 20 
years. More and more families are installing glass reflector 
plates and tanks on their roofs. 


‘Once you’ve paid for the heater, which costs about $400, 
the hot water is almost free on a sunny day,’’ says one 
housewife. ‘‘On a rainy day we can always switch to the 
electricity.’’ 


A Tel Aviv company, Miromit, which calls itself the world’s 
most experienced maker of sun-powered equipment, says it 
is exporting thousands of solar collector plates to the United 
States, Greece, Turkey and even sun-starved Britain, where 
on a cloudy day, infra-red rays can provide some heating 
energy. . 


Israeli scientists complain that the government has no full 
program to promote energy research or solar experiments. 


Israel produces electricity from conventional power stations 
that burn oil, all of it imported from Iran since the country 
has no oil of its own. 


Professors at the Israel Institute of Technology (Technion) 
are convinced that some of the nuclear investment now 
being planned could be saved by solar energy. Even with 
present technology, they say, the sun can be used for more 
than heating bath water. 


Prof. Baruch Givroni builds ‘‘radiation traps’’ that turn an 
entire roof into a heat collector. He says a low-rise building 
designed around the radiation trap can do without a furnace 
even in cold climates. 


Givroni’s heat trap is a trangular shed of glass, aluminum 
foil and black foam that catches the sun’s rays. The 
accumulated hot air is pushed by a fan into a gravel storage 
bed and circulated through the building.

THE DAY-OFF DISEASE 


SYDNEY AUSTRALIA: Free furs, diamonds, and colour TV 
sets cannot cure Australian workers of taking ‘‘sickies’’ - 
days off for ‘‘illness.’’ One of the nation’s biggest tire 
manufacturers reached this conclusion after offering prizes 
to employees who did not cheat on sickness. 


For three months the scheme cut absenteeism at Goodyear 
Australia by 10 percent - then the Monday and Friday off 
syndrome struck again. 


“It seems workers realize that it is more profitable to work 
four days, lose the fifth day’s wages, and pay less tax,’’ said 
a company spokesman. ‘‘Companies all over the world 
followed our lead when we brought in the lottery prize 
scheme for good attendance. 


But now some workers are losing as many as 65 of 250 
working days a year. This disrupts production and makes it 
difficult for us to stay in business and keep the men 
employed.’’ 


Now the company has introduced a points system to catch 
the cheats. Unavoidable time off for genuine reasons - 
funerals, court appearances or medical treatments will not 
lose points. 


But once an employee has accumulated 14 points for taking 
days off unfairly it means dismissal. 


IT’S A DOG FIGHT OVER A NAME 


Pet-lovers in Britain are locked in a dog-fight over the name 
of a top dog. Many owners of Alsatians want to change the 
name of the breed to German Shepherd Dog. The Kennel 
Club - with 11,000 registered Alsatians - is objecting, 
however. This is despite a vote by the Alsatian Association, 
which has 6,000 members, in favour of the change. 


Last year they applied to the Kennel Club for permission to 
be known in future as the British Association of German 
Shepherd Dogs. But they say they still have not received a 
reply from the club. Some members now considering 
withdrawing from the Kennel Club in protest. They are 
upset because the alsatian is known as the German 
Shepherd Dog everywhere else in the world. 


A spokesman for the Kennel Club said: ‘‘There is not 
sufficient weight of opinion in Britain to warrant such a 
change.’’ He added that not enough members of the 
Alsatian Association took part in the vote to make it 
representative. 


The Alsatian was given its name in Britain when it was 


imported after World War One. At that time it was feared 
that any name with ‘‘German’’ in it would arouse hostility.

KEEPING BUGS AWAY 


Years ago a fisherman who 
ventured into the swamps of 
the South, or onto the pine- 
fringed lakes of the northern 
states and Canada, took with 
him a small bottle of pine-tar 
oil and some high hopes that 
the sticky liquid would provide 
brief periods of freedom from 
insects. 

Today, thankfully, things 
have changed. The bugs are still 
around, and in plentiful num- 
bers, but the wizardry of chem- 
ical engineering has produced a 
group of insect repellents that 
really work. 

Still, it’s not pleasant to 
have a mosquito zipping around 
three inches from your ear wait- 
ing for the repellent to wear off 
so he can zoom in and hit the 
target. Here are some tips from 
the outdoor recreation depart- 
ment at Mercury outboards that 
will be helpful to fishermen, 
campers and others who enjoy 
being outdoors, but who don't 
want to fight insects. 

Insect repellent sprays or 
oils should be applied to cloth- 
ing rather than to your skin. 
Sweat soon breaks down the 
composition of the repellent and 
it quickly becomes ineffective. 
It will last much longer when 
applied to cloth, so a long- 
sleeved shirt, trousers, and a hat 
make sense when in mosquito 
country. 

Boat campers should pitch 
their tents where the wind 
blows. Stay away from heavily- 
forested areas, and try to find a 
site where the prevailing breeze 
is from the water. 

Campfire smoke also helps 
keep bugs away. Although no 
one likes to be in the direct path 
of smoke, you can locate the 
fire so smoke from it will drift 
through the campsite. 

_ Spray the inside of your tent 
with insect repellent about 30 
minutes before going to bed. 
This will rid it of any mosquitos 
that may have sneaked in, and 
will provide relief most of the 
night,

Goat shows different in Alberta 


Many people believe that 
only purebred goats can be 
entered in a goat show. 
However, this is not true in 
Alberta. 

Ruth Mausolf, editor of the 
Alberta Goat Breeders As- 
sociation magazine, ‘‘Slant,’’ 
says that all the shows in this 
province have classes for 
grade goats of every breed. 
‘*The grade classes,’’ she 
explains, “‘are the same as 
the purebred classes and 
winners receive the same 
prize money and trophies as 
the winners of the purebred 
classes.”’ 


The same situation is true 
of the milking classes. If a 
goat gets 18 points in these 
classes she receives a star 
certificate from the Canadian 
Goat Association and be- 
comes a star milker. This 
status makes her and her 
offspring more valuable from 
a sale point of view. 

A goat in a milking class is 
awarded one point for every 
pound of milk she produces, 
half a point for every pound 
of butterfat and 0.1 to a total 
of 3.6 points for every 10 
days she has been milking 
since she freshened. 


Spotlight on Sturgeon 


WHY SOME BIRCH TREES LOOK SICK 


As far as can be gathered there are lots of birch trees in 
the St. Albert and Sturgeon area. 

Many of them endure vicious attacks each spring from a 
small saw fly and usually by early June and then on into the 
summer, the leaves of trees become swollen and blotched as 


the eggs of the saw fly hatch. 


It is at this time that Parks and Recreation and possibly 
the district agriculturist in Sturgeon get many phone calls as 
to what is happening to the birches and what can be done to 


restore them to health. 


Of course its a bit late now to save the various municipal 
departments their phone calls from a worried tree loving 
public but the following information should save them the 
phone calls next spring. The information is quite technical 
and apparently each time a member of the public phoned 
John Beedle, of the St. Albert Parks and Recreation 
Department he had to spend a good seven minutes telling 
the caller how to cure the birch ‘‘disease.’’ Depending on 
the number of calls during the summer, Mr. Beedle must 
have spent quite a few hours repeating the same cure ad 


Simply, to cure the damage to the birch leaves, paint a 
band of insecticide around the bark, [the insecticide Is 
known as dimethoate], just below the branches. This should 
be one inch in width for every inch of tree diameter. The 
treatment will penetrate the bark and will then pass into the 
leaves thus killing the voracious larvae of the saw-fly. 

Even though the leaf damage caused by the larvae of the 
saw-fly looks bad on a tree, It takes several years before the 
birch really sickens, that is, when the attacks are only 


moderate, 


But birches will eventually die from the sustained annual 
loss of their leaves because it is in the inner leaf tissue 
where the food for tree growth is manufactured. 

Next year, when the saw-flles get busy on the birches the 
best thing to do Is to get fuller information on the treatment. 
Best write the Canadian Forestry Service, Northern Forest

Glaciers left gravel 
-andacanofworms 


When retreating glaciers 
left behind the huge gravel 
deposits along the Lake 
Eden, Onoway and Villen- 
euve channel, they did not 
know they were leaving 
behind a huge can of worms. 

But a can of worms they 
did leave and the Parks, 
Recreation and Tourist Con- 
sultants G. R. Shelley and 
Associates have been ear- 
marked by Alberta Environ- 
ment to undertake a study on 
the most desirable land 
development and reclama- 
tion needs for existing and 
future gravel pits in the 
Villeneuve area. 

The $75,000 study will 
cover a large chunk of land, 
about 60 square miles, 12 
miles northwest of Edmon- 
ton. 

About six or seven sections 
of land are owned by gravel 
operators in this region, 
operators like Apex, Con- 
solidated Concrete, Alberta

dog. Although she was only a

At 10:30 a.m., August 4th, 
I left our farm to pick up the 
mail at the local Calahoo post 
office. She, ‘‘Sally’’ may 
have followed my truck a 
quarter of a mile down our 
country lane. When I return- 
ed 45 minutes later Sally was 
missing. When she did not 
show up at lunch we started 
to look for her. It wasn’t like 
Sally to venture very far from 
the farm yard. 

It didn’t take long to find 
her. As we called her name

Concrete and Rexdale. And it 
is the impact which these 
gravel operations have on 
agriculture, people, and so- 
me interesting underground 
streams, which will come 
under the terms of the study. 

It seems the area is riddled 
with potential for conflict. 

According to Leo Kyllo, a 
consultant with Shelley and 
Associates, there have been 
a number of applications for 
subdivision in the area, land 
could be removed from prime 
agricultural production and 
there could also be pollution, 
of surface and underground 
water courses, 

“If the land is subdivided, 
gravel could be lost and the 
study is to look into those 
problems,’’ said Mr. Kyllo. 

“We’re trying to provide 
the MD of Sturgeon and the 
Government with a good 
planning process, so that 
gravel can be compatible 
with the socio-economic 
needs of the area,’’ he 
added. 

Mr. Kyllo also spoke of the 
best possible reclamation 
program, ‘‘given the gfavel 
operations will be under- 
taken in at least part of the 
(study) area. 

According to Mr. Kyllo, it 
would take $2 million to find 
out the extent of the gravel 
potential in the entire depos- 
it. 


FINE QUALITY WATER 
NEEDS PROTECTION 


One useful aspect of the 
study is that it will pinpoint 
the flow of underwater st- 
reams running in the buried 
gravel deposits along the line 
of the glacial left-overs. 

“It seems this water is of 
excellent quality,’’ said Mr. 
Kyllo, ‘‘and it has a high rate 
of flow.’’ The need to keep 
this water supply intact 
whatever the disturbance 
from future gravel operations 
is paramount. 

Some of the water is 
already used domestically, 
and also by the gravel opera- 
tors themselves when they 
clean gravel, It could form an 
important addition to the 
present Sturgeon and St. 
Albert water supply and pro-

bably already supplements 
the surface flow of Big Lake 
and the Sturgeon River, says 
Mr. Kyllo. 

But there have been 
**partly complaints (from 
residents) and party requests 
from the MD of Sturgeon for 
some meuns of developing a 
comprehensive approach to 
develop and reclaim gravel 
operations,’’ Mr. Kyllo sta- 
ted. ‘‘The MD wants com- 
patible rather than haphaz- 
ard land uses,’’ he added. 

Once all the various statis- 
tics havé been gathered the 
Department of the Envir- 
onment will get a first look at 
the report then it will go to 
the MD of Sturgeon and from 
there to the public. 

Mr. Kyllo points out that 
not only are the public’s 
ideas encouraged (for input 
in the report), ‘‘but they are 
vital to the success of the 
study.”’ 

Shelley and Associates will 
meet the public at the grass 
roots level, driving into the 
communities of Calahoo and 
Villeneuve for feedback. 

There will also be a public 
meeting in Villeneuve be- 
tween the end and the 
middle of August and this 
will not be a matter of 
tokenism, says Mr. Kyllo. 

Concerns of local residents 

.. Safety, roads and traffic 
dust, noise and water supply 
will be studied along with the 
broader aspects of planning 
in both Government and in- 
dustry, a news release points 
out. 

A steering committee to 
direct the study has been 
formed from the community 
of Villeneuve, St. Albert, the 
Edmonton Regional Planning 
Commission, the MD of 
Sturgeon, the sand and 
gravel industry and the De- 
partments of Recreation Par- 
ks and Wildlife, Environ- 
ment and Transportation. ’ 

Completion of the study is 
expected by January, 1977. 


Bumper crop 
anticipated 
in Alberta 


Across the prairies, the 
overall crop situation app- 
ears good to excellent, 
although there are some pro- 
blems in some areas. In 
Manitoba, warm and sunny 
weather with drying winds 
helped offset excessive moi- 
sture conditions, somewhat; 
but yellowing in some dis- 
tricts is causing some con- 
cern. However, cereals are 
progressing very well and 
wheat is 25% headed. In 
Saskatchewan, all early see- 
ded crops are now headed, 
indicating better-than-aver- 
age progress, and moisture 
conditions are generally ade- 
quate. The most optimistic 
indication comes from A\l- 
berta where crops are repor- 
ted in excellent condition 
with bumper yields projec- 
ted; mamely: wheat 32 
bushels per, barley 48 and 
rapeseed 20 bushels.

BLACKBERRY PICKIN’ 


Mid-summer brings a fresh 
crop of rich, sweet blackberries 
that can be found almost any- 
where there's enough ground 
moisture for this delicious fruit 
to grow. 

Blackberries aren't difficult 
to locate. The long, thorny vines 
grow in open areas where the 
bushes don’t have a lot of com- 
petition from trees. Once estab- 
lished, the plants spread from 
the roots until they form a vast 
thicket that crowds out other 
forms of vegetation. Only two- 
year-old canes (as each branch 
is called) bear fruit. 

A good supply of ground 
water is the key to a bountiful 
harvest of berries, and open 
fields bordering streams and 
lakes are natural places to find 
the fruit. Berry enthusiasts on 
the outdoor recreation staff at 
Mercury outboards use a boat 
to cruise the lake shore while 
they look for stands of black- 
berries in old fields. Although 
blackberries tolerate some 
shade, they thrive where there 
is plenty of sun and water. 

Not all the fruit will be ripe 
at one time, so several trips to 
a large berry patch will assure a 
continuous supply during the 
season. Select only the ripest, 
blackest berries and put them in 
a pail. After washing, black- 
berries can be eaten by them- 


selves, served over ice cream, 
made into pies, or frozen for 
later use. A favorite country 
dish is fresh, chilled black- 
berries served with cream and 
sugar. 


The folks at Mercury out- 
boards suggest you wear a long- 
sleeved shirt, long trousers, and 
use a pair of leather gloves to 
protect your arms, hands and 
legs from the sharp thorns. 
Also, it’s a good idea to sprinkle 
some insect repellent powder on 
the cuffs and around the waist 
of your trousers; chiggers lie in 
wait in the grass around most 
blackberry patches.

Farm tractors have been 
vastly improved over the 
years and are safer and more 
comfortable than ever to 
operate. 

But tractors don’t think for 
themselves, and tractor sa- 
fety still depends on human 
operators. 

The three major causes of 
tractor-related injuries are 
overturns, falls from, and 
power take-off (PTO).

safety belt). ROPS also 
reduce equipment damage 
by usually limiting the 
roll-over to 90°. Alongside 
this technical advance, the 
frequency of upsets should 
diminish due to greater 
tractor stability, and we 
hope, better driving by 
users. 

The growing popularity of 
tractor gas is helping to ease 


the traffic problem of people 
falling off tractors, often to 
be run over or mutilated by 
trailing equipment. Most of 
the victims are extra riders 
and more than likely child- 
ren. Tractor operators must 
be aware that these units are 
equipped with a seat for the 
operator only, and few have 
safe or comfortable places for 
a rider to sit or stand.
